Former followers expect Gandhi to 
leave his ashram within the next few 
w e ek s for a lecture tour in America 
His spinning-wheel will be the most 
important of his luggage, for he de­ 
votes at least half an hour to it every 
day. A goat ulso will accompany him, 
as when he came to the last Indian 
2 0 — T h e l Round Table Conference, to provide 
his daily supply of fresh milk. 
His break with the Indian National 
Congress no longer Is a mystery. He 
himself indicated that the younger In 
diana had lost patience with his lead 
ership.

from British rule. He was a conserva­ 
tive among radicals.
